MADIRD, March  26.—Govern- 
ment troops, preceded by bombing 
planes, penetrated rebel lines in 
the south in fresh attacks today, 
forcing Gen. Francisco Franco’s 
Italian-reinforced army back five 
miles from positions outside Pozo- 
blanco, according to reports from 
Andujar. 

Under bombing and machine gun 


fire, the rebels retired along the 
Pozoblanco-Arcaracejos highway. 
Their retreat, described by <Govern- 
ment commanders as “disorderly,” 
was hastened by repeated attacks 
on the insurgent rear guard. 

Recapture of Alacaracejos, im- 
mediate objective of the two-day 
Loyalist offensive, would eliminate 
danger to Government-held Pozo- 
blanco and perhaps force the rebels 
to fall back south to the Cordoba- 
Belmez highway. This. would put 
the fighting in a mountainous coun- 
try with perilous gorges.. 

Artillery Lays Down Barrage. 

Government artillery combined 
with aerial bombers in laying down a 
barrage before the infantry attacks. 
Pilots, returning to their base, re- 
ported destruction of a 30-car rebel 
troop train between, Montoro and 
Pedro Abad. The train was de- 
railed as it was crossing a bridge. 
Eight pursuit and 10 bombing 
ships then swooped down and at- 
tacked the occupants. 

Part of a cavalry troop was also 
reported destroyed. 

Government bombers dropped ex- 
plosives on Alcaracejos, Villanueva 
del Rio, Montoro, Pedro Abad, El 
Carpiox, Villaharta, Espiel and Pen- 
arroya, all towns in the immediate 
vicinity. 

A column of trucks leaving Vil- 
laharta was halted by damage in- 
flicted by Government bombs. Fly- 
ing low, the pilots also bombed 
camouflaged trucks seeking cover 
along a roadside. 

Government officers said- their 
troops found 10,000 Italians in the 
insurgent lines, 

Rebel Reports of Battie. 

Reports from insurgent head- 
quarters at Avila, however, insisted 
two Government attacks in the 
Pozoblanco sector had been re- 
pulsed, one with “veritable butch- 
ery” of attacking troops. The reb- 
els said Pozoblanco, a_ strategic 
town in Cordoba province's rich 
mineral lands, was expected to fall 
soon under bombardment by the in- 
surgents, who were reported to have 
surrounded the city. 

Cordoba, one of the principal] in- 
surgent bases in Spain, lies about 
30 miles due south of the present 
scene of fighting. 

Spasmodic fighting for weeks on 
the southern front, about 150 miles 
south of Madrid, has been marked 
by bombing forays of opposing air- 
men; but the Pozoblanco drive was 
the first full force offensive by the 
Government since it lost the sea-

Italians Reported Transferred Be- 
cause of Internal Fighting. 

VALENCIA, March 26.—Internal 
fighting among 30,000 Italians on 
the Guadalajara front, Spanish Gov- 
ernment sources said today, has 
caused their removal from the 
ranks of Gen. Francisco Franco’s 
insurgents. 

Deserters coming across the bat- 
tle lines confirmed Government pi- 
lots’ reports yesterday that the Ital- 
ians had been withdrawn from the 
front lines in the Guadalajara re- 
gion. 

Government sources’ said an 
“enormous number” of bodies had 
been found in “certain places, indi- 
cating those in the front line had 
been shot by others behind them.” 

Transfer of the Italians to other 
fronts was expected here. Span- 
jards have moved into the positions 
vacated by the Italians, it wag said.

WASHINGTON, March 26—Parks 
du Pont is said to be a former 
member of the French Foreign 
Legion and a former ship officer. 
His activities have been under in- 
vestigation by the Secret ‘Service 
for three years. 
Under Federal law, persons sell- 


‘ing gold to the Mint must give an 


affidavit stating where it was pro- 
duced. Officials said du Pont could 
be charged with filing a false affi- 
davit when selling the gold. 

It was a routine check-up of a 
report on gold purchased by the 
Denver Mint that led to the indict- 
ment of du Pont at Deadwood, 8.

D. Inves- 
tigation disclosed that there was 
no such claim, but that an old-time 
prospector named Louis Weiderholt 
had a claim at Lead known as the 
Monte Cristo claim. 

“Piers, whose records were clear, 
had issued checks to Weiderholt, 
some of which had been re-indorsed 
by du Pont. 

“Further inquiry showed du Pont 
was associated with former miners 
in the Homestake mine, and the 
arrests followed.”

Bangs Released at Huntington, 
Ind., After He Obeys 
Utility Order.

HUNTINGTON, Ind., March 26. 
—Mayor W. H. Bangs is out of 
jail, a free man for the first time 
in nearly nine months. 
“This place has come to seem 
like home,”. he said as he left the 


| Huntington County jail, freed by 


an order of Special Judge Huber 
M. DeVoss. “But Ill be mightly 
glad to spend a night at my real 
home again.” : 

Mayor Bangs went to jail July 6 
for contempt of court because he 
defied a court order to disconhect 
private and commercial consumers 
from his municipal light plant. 
Judge DeVoss yesterday ordered the 
Mayor’s release “until further 
orders” after being informed that 
all commercial consumers had been 
disconnected from the municipal 
plant. 


The Mayor said the “until further 

orders” clause was contained in the 
release because officers of the 
Northern Indiana Power Co. feared 
he might connect commercial cus- 
tomers with the city plant again. 
“We have no intention of hooking 
them up again until there is a final 
ajudication of the case,” the Mayor 
said. 
As Bangs left the jail he said he 
was prepared to continue his fight 
to establish the municipal utility 
and to hold office as Mayor in the 
face of his conviction by the City 
Council of misconduct in office. 
The Council voted Monday night to 
remove him from office, but he ap- 
pealed to the Huntington Circuit 
Court. Most of the charges against 
him were based on his efforts to 
operate the municipal utility. 


Huntington has had a municipal 
electric plant for many years but 
until January, 1935, it was used only 
for street lighting purposes. Bangs, 
elected Mayor in 1934 on a plat- 
form pledging a municipal electric 
system, sought to drive the North- 
ern Indiana Power Co. out of 
Huntington.

He and the women said French 
made some remark before firing, 
but they were unable to distinguish 
his words, Sheriff Sharp said. 
French had a .22 caliber automatic 
pistol in his hand when he ap- 
peared, it was declared. 

Two hours before he died, Mc- 
Cracken dictated a telegram to the 
Associated Press Bureau in San 
Francisco. It read: “Tonight about 
6:30 Harry French shot Claude L. 
McCracken, editor of the Modoc 
Mail, with an automatic pistol. Con- 
dition of McCracken serious.” 

McCracken was the Associated 
Press correspondent at Alturas. 

McCracken died in a hospital. His 
wife, a nurse, was on duty at the 
time and was assigned to attend 
her dying husband when he was 
taken in-on a stretcher. She as- 
sisted surgeons .n the operating 
— in a vain attempt to save his 
life. 

French went to the home of 
Charles Chapman,.a neighbor of 
McCracken, where he surrendered 
to Night Jailer George Kelly. 

“Kelly said French told him he 
shot McCracken,” Sharp reported. 
'“When I got to the jail I found 
French there, but he wouldn’t talk 
to me. His lawyer, C. 8S. Baldwin, 
was there.” The Sheriff said 
French “was not sober .” 

Truce Apparent Recently. 

Sheriff Sharp said the two papers 
had long engaged in bitter editorial 
exchanges, but recently there had 
been an apparent truce. He. was 
unable to guess at the immediate 
cause of the shooting and said 
French refused to discuss the af- 
fair. 

District Attorney Wylie said the 
Mail and the Plain Dealer usually 
were on opposite sides of political 

ns. 

“They fought, as papers will, 
and there was a certain amount of 
jibing back and forth, but none of 
the articles that I remember see- 
ing in either paper was particular- 
ly harsh,” Wylie said. 

“Mrs. French, mother of Harry 
French, once came to me and com- 
plained that she had received an 
anonymous .letter making fun of 
their paper. I asked McCracken if 
he wrote it, and he said he ‘was just 
having a joke. The letter was 
harmless and the incident so trivial 
that I had almost forgotten about 
it. 

“One time McCracken’s paper 
carried a piece twitting the other 
paper because it had neglected to 
pay its light bill and the electricity 
had been turned off, but that was 
only country, humor.” 

McCracken was 46 years old, 
a native of Washington and had 
worked on newspapers extensively 
throughout the West and Middle 
West. He came to Alturas in 19%, 
working on the Modoc Times, which 
suspended, and he later started his 
little daily. French, 30, also is 
married and has one child. Mc- 
Cracken had no children.

If you do 
not, someone else is going to or- 
ganize the inside men for you— 
and against you.” 

The speaker’s reference to “some- 
one else,” was obviously the C I O, 
to which he also referred as “the 
other group.” : 

“The next step of the other 
group,” Williams declared, “will be 
to obtain a $5 or $6 daily wage 
scale for shop steel workers, and 
then send them out to do struc- 
tural work at the same scale. You 
‘have been a little slow in realizing 
the significance of this issue.” 

Time to Get Start. 

The speaker warned the confer- 
ence that “it was high time to get 
a start and go on with the organiz- 
ing drive; otherwise, it may be the 
breaking dqwn of your organiza- 
tion.” 

He indicated that the initiation 
fee for new members to be taken in 
had been reduced “to a minimum,” 
but told his listeners not to mind 
that, since it was “better to have 
the men than the money.” 

The meeting, called by P, J. Mor- 
rin of St. Louis, international presi- 
dent of the Association of Bridge, 
Structural and Ornamental Iron 
Workers, opened late yesterday at 
Hotel Jefferson. About 150 general 
officers, officers of fabricating 
plant locals and organizers, opened 
the series of executive sessions. It 
was expected the meeting would 
continue through tomorrow,

LANSING, Mich., March 26.— 
Walter P. Chrysler and John L. 
Lewis resumed their conferences in 
Gov. Frank Murphy’s office here 
today, seeking agreement on wheth- 
er the United Automobile Workers 
is to be the sole bafgaining agent 
for the corporation’s 67,000 em- 
ployes. | 

Although the conference had been 
expected to be short, adjourning at 
noon over Saturday and Sunday the 
conference continued in session un- 
til 4 p. m., when it was announced 
negotiations would be resumed at 
5 o'clock. 

Murphy said, “I am optimistic and 
hopeful of a settlement. Both sides 
are striving to get together.” 

The meeting began at 9:15 a. m. 

After six hours of unbroken con- 
ference, the negotiators sent out for 
sandwiches and coffee shortly after 
3 p. m. 

A reliable source indicated today 
that the strike might be settled 
promptly, now that strikers’ have 
vacated the plants they held 18 
days. 

Murphy said yesterday’s two- 
hour conference of representatives 
of the Chrysler Corporation and the 
union, which followed the evacua- 
tion was “very satisfactory.” 

A source close to the Governor 
expressed the belief that the labor 
digpute could be solved quickly, but 
that Murphy preferred that the op- 
ponents discuss the situation as 
long as they choose rather than 
reach a hasty decision. 

The evacuation of the eight 
striker-occupied Detroit. plants was 
completed before dusk last evening 
when the union men surrendered 
keys to State troopers assigned to 
guard the gates while the peace 
conference proceeds. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment reached by the corporation 
and the U A W A Wednesday night, 
office workers will have access to 
the premises, but the plants will not

The first task of the clerical force 
was to compleje the $2,000,000 pay- 
roll for work completed before the 
strike began March 8 when the cor- 
poration declined to recognize the 
union as the exclusive collective 
bargaining agent. 

Gov. Murphy said 80 State police 
were assigned to guard the factory 
entrances to protect the rights of 
workers and company. He.said the 
truce provided that there be no 
picketing, although Homer Martin, 
union president, had said before 
the strikers marched from the 
plants that they would be picketed 
during the negotiations. 

“The negotiations will proceed 
until an agreement on collective 
bargaining has been reached,” the 
Governor said. 

He said that State police who in- 
spected the plants as soon as the 
strikers left notified him the build- 
ings were in “excellent shape” and 
that there were no reports of dam- 
age. 

Other Interests Talk to Governor. 

“When the Chrysler strike is 
settled, the most serious of the in- 
dustrial conflicts will be over,” 
Murphy said. “I believe the leaders 
in other disputes will follow rapidly 
with similar agreements. Some 
parties to other controversies have 
been in communication with me. 
They include the Hudson Motor Car 
Co. and the Reo Motor Car Co.”

St. Louis and Kansas City

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 
Through the efforts of Gov. Stark 
to revive the drivers’ license bill, 
which was virtually dead in the Leg- 
islature, an agreement has been 
reached by representatives of con- 


State licenses would be recognized 
in the cities. 

State licenses, issued throughout 
the State except in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, would run for three 
years for 50 cents. The municipal- 
ities would have the power to fix 
their own rates for licenses. 

Cities Opposed State License, 

The State license bill had been 
considered dead because of the op- 
position of the city administrations 
of St. Louis and Kansas City, which 
objected to surrendering their more 
stringent license requirements, and 
to surrendering the revenues de- 
rived from the licenses. They re- 
cently submitted amendments to the 
bill to fix a rate of $1 for three 
years and allotting 75 cents of the 
license fee to the cities for local 
administration of the law. This 
met with such strong opposition 
from representatives of the rural 
districts that advocates of the law 
had virtually given up hope of get- 
ting it passed in any form. 

In an effort to revive it, the Gov- 
ernor called a eonference yesterday 
of Representatives of the cities; of 
safety organizations, road associa- 
tions and leaders in the Senate. 

Participating with the Governor 
were Senator Albert M. Clark of 
Richmond, president pro-tem of the 
Senate; Senator Joseph H. Brogan 
of St. Louis, majority floor leader; 
Senator Michael Kinney of 53t. 
Louis, sponsor of the bill in the 
Senate; Albert Bond Lambert, mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners; Louis McKeown, 
Assistant City Counselor of St. 
Louis; Otto P. Higgins, director of 
police of Kansas City; Oak Hunter 
of Moberly, representing the State 
Traffic Safety Committee; Hugh 
Stephens of Jefferson City, presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Road Associa- 
tion; Edward C. Crow, special As- 
sistant Attorney-General and legal 
adviser to the Governor; A. J. 
Murphy of Louisiana, a member of 
the State Tax Commission; Col. 
Marvin Casteel, superintendent of 
the State Highway Patrol; J. D. 
James, the Governor's secretary, 
and William M. Ledbetter, confi- 
dential contact man for the Gov- 
ernor.: 

Complete Agreement on Pian. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, the Governor said there was 
complete agreement on the plan and 
eight of those attending were dele- 
gated to prepare the necessary 
amendments to the Kinney bill.

The smoke control ordinance 
adopted recently under Mayor 


Dickmann’s sponsorship was called 
a “fake,” intended to “divert the 
people’s. attention from any con- 


certed effort to get natural gas,” 
in a series of speeches last night 
by Oliver T. Remmers, Republican 
nominee’ for Mayor. ' 

Natural gas. could be delivered to 
the St. Louis gateway for less than 
12 cents per 1000 cubic feet and 
sold profitably to consumers for 35 
cents per 1000 cubic feet, while 
small consumers now pay 80 cents 
for the first 250 cubic feet of mixed 
natural and artificial gas used 
monthly, Remmers said. He added 
that the present schedule ranged 
down to 72 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet for large consumers, with the 
average bill three times the cost 
of natural gas. 

Through “sinister influences,” ef- 
forts to interest the Dickmann ad- 
ministration in having natural gas 
brought here for household pur- 
poses have been “brusquely re- 
pulsed,” he asserted. Quoting an 
authority as holding that fields 
available to St. Louis could furnish 
the city with natural gas uninter- 
ruptedly for more than 100 years, 
he pointed out that the natural gas 
pipe line to Detroit passed near St. 


Louis. 
Central Heating Piants. 

Another method of smoke elim- 
ination, besides use of natural gas, 
was the establishment of central 
steam heating plants by districts, 
Remmers continued. He cited the 
use of such a system for years by 
a number of downtown . buildings 
buying steam from the electric com- 
pany, and the supply of steam for 
city buildings in the Memorial 
Plaza group from Municipal Service 
Building in recent years. 

An intelligent effort to extend 
this practice, starting in the apart- 
ment house districts, was suggested 
by Remmers, who said it would re- 
quire little change in existing heat- 
ing equipment. He added: “Dis- 
trict. heating units provide in win- 
ter at low cost automatic heat that 
is steady and .dependable day or 
night, No furnace in the basement, 
no coal, no smoke, no ashes, no dirt, 
no fire hazard. Twenty or more 
square blocks can be heated from 
one central plant.” 

Great care was taken by the 
Dickmann administration to delay 
passage of its smoke ordinance un- 
til shortly before the election, 
“when its uselessness for smoke 
abatement could not be discovered 
and the added cost to the taxpay- 
ers and householders not yet felt,” 
the Republican nominee declared. 
He called this ordinance and others 
previously on the books “political 
camouflage” and said hundreds of 
thousands of dollars had been 
wasted wantonly in purported 
smoke abatement efforts, with or- 
dinances attacking the effect and 
not the cause. 

Leagues for Jobs, He Says. 

It was attempted.to soothe the

century when St. Louis and Chicago 
were rivals in trade and size. Since 
organization of the movement -be- 
gan in 1891 there have been yarious 
abatement leagues, which only pro- 
vided jobs for secretaries. and in- 
spectors, he said, but heavy smoke 
continued, with more than 20 per 
cent of the soft coal burned being 
wasted in unnecessary smoke. ' 
“The present so-called anti-smoke 
ordinance, over which there has 
been spent so much political. bally- 
hoo, is a fraud,” he said. “Its pre- 
tended purposes are a rank decep- 
tion. This ordinance adds additional 
expenses to the taxpayers by pro- 
viding for a crew of inspectors and 
household snoopers. It-also has the 
provision for washing coal put 
there for vote-catching purposes. 
Now what will washing coal do? 
Competent engineers say that all 
that washing will do is possibly to 
remove as much as 2 per cent of 
the free sulphur. Bear in mind free 
sulphur is what is found in coal 
dust or small loose particles of coal 
not fastened to the lump. 
“Washing Costs Money.” 
“Water only washes the dust 


away. All the sulphur still re-/| 


mains in the coal] and none of the 
smoke is eliminated. A lump of 
coal could be hand washed with 
soap and water and a scrubbing 
brush by the hour and not a par- 
ticle of sulphur or any smoke-pro- 
ducing element would be removed. 
But washing coal costs money. This 
cost will be added to the wholesale 
price and the consumer who buys 
at retail will pay more for the 
same old coal, 

“We never shall have genuine 
smoke abatement through make- 
shift efforts. The source of smoke 
must be attacked. Many cities. in 
the United States, as well as in Eu- 
rope, through intelligent effort, 
have restored to their citizens God's 
pure air and sunshine.”

BOOGHER DISCUSSES 
NOLTE'S QUESTIONS 


Democrat, in Reply to Cemp- 
troller,:Says'He Has Made 
No Commitments. 


Lawrence Boogher, Democratic 
nominee for Comptroller, replied in 
a radio talk last night to four ques- 
tions put to him Monday by Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte, Republican 
nominee, who has held the office 
20 years, The questions related to 
the qualifications of Boogher, who 
was recently assistant vice-presi- 
dent of the Boatmen’s National 
Bank, for the office of Comptroller. 

Nolte’s first question was wheth- 
er the financial duties of a banker 
were not “quite different” from the 
duties of a city financial officer. 
To this, Boogher replied that the 
same underlying principles which 
would guide a banker must be used 
by a municipal fiscal officer. A 
banker must consider the integrity 
and character of a person seeking 
a loan, and the nature and condi- 
tion of his business. He cited the 
success of the late B. J. Taussig, 
a private banker, as Comptroller 
under Mayor Frederick H. Kreis- 
mann, 1909-13. 

The second question was: “Are 
the interests of a bank always in 
harmony with what is best for the 
city government?” Boogher said 
that, if this question meant that 
he might be subject to dictation 
by banks or bankers, “I have given 
no promises and shall be entirely 
free from any entanglements,” 

Question No. 3 was: “What ex- 
perience does a banker get in re- 
fusing favors te . politicians?” 
Boogher answered that any banker 
has to be on the lookout “that 
someone isn’t putting something 
over on him by means of falsified 
statements, untruths and other 
methods to gain a credit standing 
to which he is not entitled”; also 
that a banker has constantly to 
refuse requests. “I will say no,” 
he declared, “every time anything 
is asked of me which I believe is 
against the public interest.” 

The fourth question was: “Can 
a banker, drafted to run for the 
office by the Democratic City Com- 
mittee and supported by them, say 
no to them if he is elected?” To 
this, Boogher said that, having 
been drafted for the nomination, he 
considered himself in a much 
stronger positon than if he had 
sought the nominafion and had 
solicited the committee’s support, 
He said the committee chairman, 
in offering him the committee’s 
support, did not ask for any com- 
mitment, and that he, Boogher, 
made none.

SHIP BURNS AND SINKS 
AY SEA; 30 RESCUED 


Crew Picked Up After 20 
Hours in Lifeboats by 
Japanese Freighter. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 26.— 
The motorship Fijian, abandoned 
by its crew after it caught fire at 
sea, sank five miles from Aurhi 
Island in’ the Marshall group, the 
Chamber of Commerce Marine Ex- 
change reported today, 

The crew of about 80 men took 
to boats when fire in the vessel's 
hold broke out anew after it ap- 
parently wag under control. The 
lifeboats tossed for 20 hours, about 
1800 miles southwest of Hawali, be- 
fore the crew was rescyed by the 
Japanese freighter Kinshu Maru. 

Capt. Alfred Parker of the Fijian 
wirelessed word of the rescue here 
to Flood Brothers, which operated 
the 333-foot vessel. 


Skipper’s Radio Knowledge Saves 
Him and Ship’s Crew. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, March 26.—Because the 
young captain had taken the trou- 
ble to learn something about radio, 
the 16 men of the crew of the Nor- 
wegian freighter Bjerkli, -which 
foundered Tuesday about 650 miles 
east of Boston, were alive today. 

The men were landed ‘at the navy 
yard by the-Coast Guard cutter 
Chelan, which reached them as the 
Bjerkli was sinking beneath their 
feet. The cutter had hurried to the 
scene in response to wireless dis- 
tress signals which experienced op- 
erators on ocean liners called “ama- 
teurish.” 

Capt.. Bjarne Sverdrup, the 
freighter’s 30-year-old master, ad- 
mitted he was the amateur. 

Some years ago, he said, “When 
I was third officer on another ship, 
the operator told me I should learn 
something about radio, just in case 
I found myself on a ship sometime 
where the operator: was taken si 
or disabled. It took me six months 
to learn what I know about it. Well, 
we didn’t have any operator on the 
Bjerkli.”

Head of Columbia U. Expedition 

Commends Eskimo’s Diet, After 

. Investigation. 
By the Associated Press. 

BETHEL, Alaska; March 26.—A 
Columbia University dental research 
expedition reported today that the 
Eskimo’s diet would stop decay of 
the white man’s teeth. 

Examining Eskimos’ with perfect 
teeth in remote areas of Hooper 
Bay and Nunivak Island on the 
Bering Sea, Dr. L. M. Waugh, lead- 
er of the party, said he had con- 
cluded that refined sugar, not nat- 
ural sweets, in the civilized diet was 
responsbile for tooth decay. 

“We found natives with practical- 
ly perfect teeth, lacking in decay, 
so long as they lived in their nat- 
ural state untouched by. the white 
man and ate their native diet which 
lacks sugar in its refined form,” 
Dr. Waugh reported. “When natives 
are subjected to the white man’s 
diet, his teeth decay and its causes 
are identical in the white man and 
the Eskimo when the latter is sub- 
jected to the civilized diet.”

Counselor today, in the suit in Su- 
preme Court to test the law. It 
cited various decisions of this court 
as supporting the provision for a 
bi-partisan body. 

This brief was in the nature of a 
reply to one filed Tuesday by coun- 
sel for Dr. Paul W. Preisler, who 
sued for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the Election Board to put 
his name on the ballot as a non- 
partisan candidate for the school 
board. 

Counselor Edgar H. Wayman and 
two of his associates argued: in the 
City brief that the State Constitu- 
tion gave the Legislature broad 
power in providing for operation of 
the schools, and that it was com- 
mon to require various public 
boards to have members of differ- 
ent political faiths. The city assert- 
ed that such a requirement could 
be made for elective offices as well 
as appointive offices. 

The City brief said Dr. Preisler 
placed a strained and novel inter- 
pretation on the Constitution in ar- 
guing that the right to seek elective 
office was co-extensive with the 
right to vote, and declared it was 
apparent Dr. Preisler was not quali- 
fied to serve, under the bi-partisan 
law, and hence that it was the Elec- 
tion Board’s duty to refuse his can- 
didacy. Office-holding was a privi- 
lege, not an inherent right, the city 
said, and the Legislature had power 
ms prescribe qualifications for of-

MAN KILLS BROTHER, TWO 
OTHERS AND ENDS OWN LIFE 


Boston Physician and Two Em- 
ployes Victims of Apparently 
Insane Policeman.

It was a surprise. to find that 
even the Nazi-controlied press rec- 
ognizes that there are certain lim- 
its, after all, when &% comes to keep- 
ing readers in the dark. In its 
March issue, “Der Ruhr. Arbeiter,” 
the periodical of the German Labor 
Front for the Ruhr district, printed 
letters to the editor expressing dis- 
belief in what readers were told.

TALY AND YUGOSLAVIA

Pact Includes Non-Aggression; 
Economic and Political 
. Agreements.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, March 
26.—Italy and Yugoslavia signed 
yesterday a five-year .non-aggres- 
sion, economic and. political pact, 
designed to overcome long-standing 
friction between the two Adriatic 
countries, It méntioned Vittorio 
Emanuele II as King of Italy and 
Emperor of Ethiopia, indicating 
Yugoslavia’s recognition of: Italy’s 
conquest in Africa. 

The pact, which declared both 
Italy and Yugoslavia want to insure 
mutual, permanent friendly rela- 
tions on a new basis, was signed 
by Premier Milan Stoyadinovich of 
Yugoslavia and Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, Italian Foreign Minister who 
came here yesterday from Rome. 

It provides that: 

1. Italy and Yugoslavia will re- 
spect each other’s boundaries and, 
if d@ third Power attacks one with- 
out provocation, the other signatory 
will not aid the attacker. 

2. In case of pressing interna- 
tional complications, the two coun- 
tries will consult each other. 

3. A peaceful solution will be 
sought in matters where conflict 
might ensue. 

4. Neither will countenance action 
threatening territorial integrity or 
the established order of the other 
(such as agitation by political. emi- 
gres from one nation in the other). 

5. Italy and Yugoslavia. will de- 
velop their trade to a limit fixed 
by a committee, which was named. 

6. The pact will not interfere with 
other agreements to which ‘the sig- 
natories are parties. 

7. It is scheduled to run for five 
years, but can be terminated on six 
months’ notice by one or the other. 

8 The agreement will be present- 
ed as soon as possible to the Bel- 
grade Parliament for ratification, 
and when this is accomplished, will 
become effective.

John Drinkwater’s plays were a product of the 
theater rather than of the study.

In the garage at his 
home, 1510 North Ninth street, a 
roadster belonging to the young 
man’s brother was found to have 
two bullet holes in the rear, near 
the top. 

“lI was with Pete in a tavern on 
Broadway Wednesday night,” 
Stygar told police, “and he said he 
knew a tavern, Milner’s at 1332 
North Thirteenth street, where it 
would be easy to get in through 
a broken window and we could get 
two slot machines. We went to 
my house about 2:45 a. m., got my 
brother’s car out and went over 
there. 

“Pete showed me where the 
broken window was, and I held him 
up to reach in and unfasten the 
door. Then I heard two shots fired, 
and we both ran. He ran south 
into the alley, and I ran east on 
Lake avenue, then came back and 
got my car. There were four more 
shots fired, but I ducked and drove 
the car away. I returned on foot 
and looked for Pete, but didn’t find 
him, and didn’t know until late in 
the morning that he had been 
killed. 

“I told my brother about being 
with Pete, and he advised me to 
give myself up to the police, but I 
was afraid to.” 

An autopsy showed that one of

Milner from within the tavern 
pierced Prokowsky’s right lung. His 
body was found in an alley two 
blecks from the tavern at 4:30 a. m. 
yesterday. He lived at 1417 North 
Thirteenth street, and was a former 
inmate of the State Training School 
for Boys at St. Charles, III:

HEY never wind up the clock 

and put out the cat in the big- 

ger motion picture studios for 
the studio’s gates are never closed. 
Its doors are never locked. On the 
contrary, while the rest of the 
worki sleeps a film studio is a 
mighty beehive of activity. 


As the stars, technicians and of- 
fice workers roll out through the 
studio’s portals in their cars to call 
it a day, other streams of human- 
ity are filing into the studio. They 
are the night workers, whose labors 
are as vital to the industry as the 
appearance of the stars before the 
cameras during the daytime hours. 


All productions at one time or 
another demand exterior —. night 
scenes. It means that the entire 
companies, including stars, must 
work half the night, sometimes al! 
night, in chilly weather. Recently, 
at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, night 
scenes were shot for “The Good 
Earth,” during which Luise Rainer 
and Paul Muni huddled around 
glowing charcoal burners for many 
hours. A ship was burned during 
a recent night for “The Song of 
the City.” “Night Must Fall” kept 
Robert Montgomery and Rosalinc 
Russell in a man-made fog for morc 
than half a night. 


The 24 sound stages at the M-G-\ 
studios are never idle even though 
a company is not shooting. While 
the actors are away they resound 
with the clatter of hundreds of car- 
penters’ hammers and the swish of 
scores of painters’ brushes. 

On Stage 10, for instance, was 


not long ago, a huge setting, the 


interior of a London mansion. 
through whose winding halls Joan 
Crawford, William Powell and Rob- 
ert Montgomery had performed dur- 
ing the daytime for “The Last of 
Mrs. Cheyney.” The last scene of 
that film was ended. The stars 
had gone home. As they left the 
stage, a crew of construction men 
filed in. Trucks rolled onto the 
stage through huge doors and one 
crew started ‘striking” the Chey- 
ney” set, carefully removing the 
furniture, the props, the winding 
glass stairway, even the wallis. 
These were stored away, possibly 
to be used in another picture at a 
later date, the London drawing 
room becoming a Long Island man- 
sion.

eted with snow, is man-made. ’ 

As the night progressed, 75 uni- 
formed policemen patrol the lot 
and stages. Watchmen make 
their hourly rounds, inspecting 
every building, every stage, every 
office. An army of janitors move 
through the buildings all . night 
long, scrubbing, dusting, washing 
windows, emptying thousands of 
waste-paper baskets. If they threw 
away the miles of more or less 
useless propaganda turned out by 
the publicity boys every day there 
wouldn't be enough waste baskets 
in Southern California to .carry 
the load. So they send it to the 
newspapers to be thrown away in 
cities all over the country, which 
is rather a good thing for the jan- 
itoring profession. 

In the private dressing rooms of 
the more important players is a 
corps of janitresses, spending 
hours in the rooms of the stars, 
yet they have never seen any of 
them. Don’t seem to care, either. 
No star is a hero to his valet—or 
his janitress. 

The expansive construction shops 
throb with industry—lathes, saw- 
mills and other electric machines 
roaring all night. Here, 700 work- 
ers are building rooms, section by 
section; overnight. They are build- 
ing boats, staircases, interiors of 
railway cars, airplanes, submarines 
—all to be delivered in the morn- 


ing. 

Next door in the plaster shops, 
another army of men, splattered 
with plaster, are moulding Budd- 
has, fountains, frescoes, cornices 
and scores of other oddities for 
film scenes. In another building, 
the paint shop, spraying hines 
are splashing hundreds gallons 
of paint on wall sections, doors 
and furniture. 


The blueprint department works 
24 hours a day, the great printing 


laboratory at 6 p. m., and, passing 


through a maze of electrically con- 
trolled tanks, emerges a _ finished 
product. During 12 hours of an 
average night, 200,000 feet of posi- 
tive film and 50,000 feet of negative 
film are developed and dried. In 
the positive film are the latest re- 
lease prints to be sped by air mail 
to 36 key cities throughout the 
country. 

For the past year and a half, in- 
stead of renting costumes from cos- 
tume companies, M-G-M has man- 
ufactured all of its own wardrobes. 
In the three-story wardrobe shops, 
200 dressmakers, milliners, design- 
ers and tailors labor from sunset 
to dawn to dress the stars and oth- 
er players. 

In the block-long street of cut- 
ting rooms, a score of film editors 
are peering through intricate ma- 
chines, studying hundreds of thou- 
sands ‘of feet of finished film, pick- 
ing the flaws, splicing and assem- 
bling the scenes in “rough cuts” of 
continuity. 

From the two-story “sound-dub-

all night, in communication 
with the United States Weather 
Bureau, to check on weather fore- 
casts for the following day. For 
example: 500. people, including 
company and players, have received 
calls to report at the Chatsworth 
location for war scenes in “They 
Gave Him A Gun,” with Gladys 
George, Spencer Tracy and Fran- 
chot Tone, at 7 a. m, next morning. 
If the weather is to be bad, every 
one of the 500 must be notified to 
report to the studio instead. 

Even the studio lunchroom re- 
mains open all night long to feed 
the hundreds of night workers, and 
at midnight the cafe is as busy as 
it always is at noontime. Too, the 
tommissary must place orders with 
a caterer to be at the location at 
11 a. m. with 500 hot lunches, which 
must be prepared during the early 
mo hours. 

During the night, an airplane is 
speeding a star or some newly 
acquired players, Hollywoodward 
from New York. Maybe they 
won't use him for months but the 
studios always demand quick de- 
livery. An all-night contact is main- 
tained with the air terminal, to 
determine the time of arrival. And 
to meet the star or new. player, a

studio representative and a photog- 
rapher, with; studio cars, must 
stand by. 

Dozens of typists spend the night 
in the script department, typing 
plans that must be delivered on 
schedule, copying new scenes which 
have been written in, changing 
others. 

Half a dozen men remain in the 
casting office, calling, players who 
are to work next day, describing 
the roles they are to play, the sort 
of clothes they are to wear. 

And it is during the night hours 
that the studio’s private trans- 
Atlantic telephone line is open — 
executives in the studio conferring 
by phone with other executives in 
Europe, seeking advice on the 
European trend in pictures, the 
activities of the company’s stars on 
European vacations, the latest box- 
office returns of pictures just re- 
leased in England, or France, or 
Germany. 

No, they do not put out the cat 
at night in a great motion picture 
studio—but there are plenty of cats. 
Each sound stage has its cat mas- 
cot and not until the sun goes 
down do they venture out to prowl.

The first evidence of dit- 
ficulty with the return flow is an 
engorgement or swelling of the 
veins, followed by a thickening of 


commodate themselves to the space 
which Nature allotted to them. 

This thickening and twisting and 
lengthening, once established, re- 
main as permanent factors; and 
having been established, they make 
it all the more difficult for the blood 
to find its way back to the heart. 
Thus, there is created what we 
know as a vicious circle—the con- 
ditions. that interfere with the 
blood getting back to the heart 
cause the veins to become varicose, 
and once varicosed, the veins make 
it more difficult than ever for the 
blood to get back to the heart. 

Nature has attempted to provide 
for this difficulty by 
two sets of veins in the legs. One 
set courses right under the skin 
(it is these veins that are so read 
ily seen when they become distend- 
ed), and the other set lie deeper be 
tween the muscles of the leg. 

The powerful leg muscles give 
support to the deep veins and more 
than that, they help move the blood 
toward the heart when they con- 
tract and press on the veins. Nature 
has furthermore made another help- 
ful provision by placing within the 
veins tiny valves that are so Cof- 
structed as to equalize the pres 
sure, thus robbing it of its dis 
tending force. 

But sometimes these provisions 
of Nature fail, however, and then 
evil consequences in the way of 
symptoms begin to manifest them- 
selves.

Phil Dunning, who 
helped write “Broadway,” patterned 
the character after a pal named Roy 
Lloyd, ‘who at the last minute re- 
placed Jimmy Cagney in the role 
just before the company sailed for 
London. And Lloyd is the only one 
of. the Roy Lanes who has dropped 
out of sight. 


William Anthony McGuire, who 
penned “The Great Ziegfield” 
(which gave practically everybody 
prizes from the Academy but Bill 
himself), was for many years Zieg- 
feld’s pet librettist, and also his 
severest pain in the neck. McGuire 
elected to stay out of Ziggy’s sight, 
and the telegrams the frantic pro- 
ducer sent to his author earned for 
the latter the title of “the biggest 
help to the Western Union since 
the Atlantic cable.” But McGuire, 
although author of some of the 
greatest musical smashes in B’way 
history, is best remembered for a 
creation that earned him not a cop- 
per. He was the first one to say
